|. THE NEWSPAPER HABIT 


People Only Became Daily Readers 
Half Century Ago 


At Yarmouth, England, on Sept. 
14, 1883, two small boys, brothers, 
called at the office of the local ey- 
ening journal: and aked for a job 
selling papers. They were taken on, 
and-that night sold six dozen each, 
and earned 1s, apiece. One of those 
brothers is the present Mayor of 
Yarmouth. The other is Alderman 
Ernest James Middleton, J.P., who 
was Mayor in 1922 and again in 1926. 
He is the head of a company with 
many branches engaged in the 
wholesale newspaper trade. In an 
interview on his fifty. years in the 
newspaper trade, Alderman B. J. 
Middleton said that when he began 
his career less than half the inhabi- 
tants could read, but the . Board 
Schools were beginning their good 
work, and fathers took home the ev- 
ening paper for their better educated 
children to read the news to them 
after tea, London papers were only 
taken by booksellers and stationers 
to order, and a system was in vogue 
for lending out the Times for so long 
at 1d. per hirer, Buying a paper 
daily was then considered a luxury. 
It was Queen Victoria’s jubilee in 
18887, which caused people to be- 
come daily paper readers, national 
interest was keen, and persons who 
had begun to “taste” a paper form- 
ed the habit. The Boer War gave 
a@ great fillip to the new custom.
